Selma, Chicago, Bogalusa, Americus, Any- 
one’s Hometown, U. S, A., — the pattern is 
always the same, 


If you had been told that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had ordered the U.S. Army to draw 
up plans for the military occupation of a 
peaceful, southern city of 30,000 people, and 
that the 10ist Airborne Division had sent a 
general and two colonels to this city to re- 
connoiter and draw up plans for a military 
invasion, your reaction probably would have 
been: 

How could such an incredible thing 
happen? 

What foreseeable event could have 
anticipated the complete bypassing 
of all local civil enforcement au- 
thorities??? 

Incredulous as it may seem, the above 
events set the stage for the parade of sexual 
orgies more commonly known das thé Seliaa- 
Montgomery “Freedom” march of 1965. 

In a letter to Representative Armistead 


I. Selden Jr. of Alabama from Brigadier 
General F.. W. Boye Jr., Deputy Chief of 
Legislative liaison, dated March 2, 1964, we 
find the following: “. . . Brigadier General 
Eschenberg, Lieutenant Colonel Miller, and 
Lieutenant Colonel Jones, all of the 101st 
Airborne Division, did visit Selma, Ala., on 
the 3rd day of October 1963. The visit was 
made under authority emanating from the 
Department ot the Army, where informa- 
tion had been received indicating that a civil 
disturbance beyond the capability of local au- 
thority to handle was a possibility in the Sel- 
ma area. The Department of the Army is- 
sued instructions which resulted in the 101st 
‘Airborne Division being directed to develop 
a contingency plan for assistance should such 
aid be directed. As is customary and pru- 
dent in such contingency planning, discreet, 
limited reconnaissance was authorized by the 
Department of the Army...” 

Bear in mind that this “discreet, limited 
reconnaissance” was being conducted in Oc- 
tober 1963, approximately 18 months before 
the actual Selma demonstrations occurred in 
late March of 1965. 

A thorough search was made of the writ- 
ten records of the Justice Department, the 
Department of Defense, and the Department 
of the Army, and in an affidavit made by 
Solis Horwitz, Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense, it was stated in part: “said search re- 
vealed no written report to the Department

ENTER JAMES FOREMAN & CO. 

On or about October 28, 1963, an automo- 
bile containing Wolf Dawsen, Thelton Hen- 
derson and James Foreman drove into Sel- 
ma, Alabama. This carload of agitators was 
apparently the foreseen civil disturbance 
which had prompted the 101st Airborne Di- 
vision to reconnoiter Selma on October 3rd. 





Wolf Dawson alias Curtis Hampton alias 
Frank Dawson, a Negro gunman and dope 
addict, had been released from the Ilinois 
Penitentiary only 4 days before he drove 
into Selma. He was subsequently arrested 
by Selma authorities and the planned civil 
disturbance was averted for the time being. 


Dawson’s second traveling companion, 
Thelton Henderson, who was at that time an 
attorney for the Civil Rights Division of the 
Justice Department, was later fired when it 
was revealed that Martin Luther King was 
being driven around Alabama by a Justice 
Department agent in a rented car paid for 
by the U. S. Government. 


Dawson and Henderson were also ac- 
companied by James Foreman, who is the 
executive secretary of the Student Non-Vio- 
lent Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 


James Foreman’s behaviour pattern is 
best exemplified by this sworn affidavit of 
a Montgomery, Ala. Negro (April 12, 1965): 
“During a 3-day period which I believe to be 
around March 8, 9, and 10, 1965, a great 
many people began to arrive in Montgomery 
to demonstrate here and to get ready for the 
march from Selma to Montgomery. During 
this period, I was frequently in and around 
the Ben Moore Hotel, a Negro hotel at 902 
Highland Avenue, which was headquarters 


‘of the Student Non-violent Coordinating 


Committee on the corner of Jackson and 
High Streets. . . . SNCC headquarters was 
located in a building with a large room up 
front which was used for an office. Off this 
room, in back, was a smaller room in which 
were about 12 to 15 canvas cots. During the 
pevied I am talking about, men and women 
used this room for sex freely and openly 
without interference. On one occasion, I saw 
James Foreman, executive secretary of 
SNOC, and a red-haired white girl whose 
name is Rachel, on one of the cots together. 
They engaged in sexual intercourse as well 
as an abnormal sex act which consisted of 
(deleted). Foreman and the girl, Rachel, 
made no effort to hide their actions...”

Just as in Cuba where our Executive De- 
partment played a part in the installation of 
Castro, which resulted in the establishment 
of a Soviet stronghold within bow-and-arrow 
Hlistance of the U. S.A., so in Vietnam we fol- 
lowed a course which resulted in the assas- 
sination of a strong enemy of Marxism, a 
Christian-Vietmamese. This ushered in other 
weaker governments in quick succession until 
the chaotic results. invited the formation of a 
Red stronghold in the area, and encouraged 
the remaining portions of the former 
French colony to turn leftward. 

Just for the sake of argument, let us say 
that there really was some sort of policy in- 
volved. Whom. can we blame for it? For it 
certainly is not pro-American to allow an 
enemy who has sworn to destroy us to in- 
crease his ever-growing empire. Ask this 
question and then try to reason it out: Who 
is there in a position of power who desires, 
not the continuation of the United States as 
an independent nation, but wants it turned 


into a province of the United Nations? ~ 


What is the real political philosophy of such 
men as Senator Fulbright, the Rhodes 
Scholar and Walt Whitman Rostow, the al- 
jeged protagonist of State Department Pub- 
lic Document Number 7277? How can one 
judge? 

Who is quoted in the press as recommend- 
ing that we stop hitting the enemy wherever 
he is and hitting him until it hurts? A syndi- 
cated article by Joseph Alsop tells us that 
an’ extreme left-wing French political writer 
who has been among the Viet Cong lately 
has stated that the Red guerillas are defi- 
nitely hurt and very much disturbed. The 
writer, Georges Chafford, reluctantly admits 
a change of climate. ‘American determina- 
tion,” he says, “has caused everyone to re- 
flect a bit.” We suggest that Senator Ful- 
bright is not as bright as he should be, or 
else he is afraid that we shall win. And if 
we lose, who will win? These questions cry 
out for an answer to the sovereign Ameri- 
can People. They pay the cost of it all. 

Now let’s have a look at the policy of uni- 
lateral disarmament as per P. D. 7277 of the 
State Department. We place ourselves in the 
place of power and policy now occupied by 
Rostow and Rusk, Are we to think that the 
USSR whose boast has been that treaties are 
made to be broken, “like pie crust,” is do- 
ing, anything to match our matchless McNa- 
mara in the way of disarmament?

Walt Rostow, former policy planner, and 
“the law” in the UN-American State De- 
partment, authored the Test Ban Treaty, 
“the never offend the Communists” policy, 
and the treasonous Public Document No.

THE NEW POSTAGE STAMP FOR 
THE U.S.A. TO COMMEMORATE 
“GREAT AMERICANS”

‘Your Postman. will soon be bringing you 
the portrait of a man closely identified 
with several communist fronts. The new 
eight cent postage stamp will soon pay 
“honor” to a man identified in excess of 47 
times asa supporter of communist front or- 
ganizations designated by the Attorney 
General as subversive. At least three 
other communist-fronters and a left-wing 
general are also scheduled for similar 
tribute! 

Will these new issues serve to create a 
preater interest in the history and tradi- 
tions of our country? Generations before 
have prided themselves on the great. his- 
torical traditions that have made this coun- 
ary a beacon light of hope throughout 
the world. They have honored our Found- 
ing Fathers by portraying them on our 
postage stamps and our currency. 

The new series of United States stamps, 
which will be issued intermittently during 
the next four years, were selected in an at- 
tempt to update the current series with the 
likenesses of “contemporary” men and 
women. Those. chosen for honor are recom- 
mended by the Citizens Stamp Advisory 
Committee, This seven-man committee ex- 
amines requests for commemorative stamps 
and selects subjects that they feel exhibit 
the most appropriate and appealing themes. 
WHY these communist-fronters were se- 
lected is not clear.. WHAT their back- 
grounds reveal is a matter of public rec- 
ord. Let us take a look at these replace- 
ments for Patrick Henry, Benjamin Frank- 
lin and the Statue of Liberty, among 
others. 

JOHN DEWEY,.the father of ‘Progyres-- 
sivism” in the public schools, was chosen by 
the Citizens Stamp Advisory Committee for 
the thirty cent stamp. The birth of Dewey- 
ism as a philosophy of education in- 
itiated the down-grading of Nationalism 
and love of country, a contempt for Ameri- 
can traditions, and the ever shrinking re- 
gard for morality, decency, ethics, self dis- 
cipline, and eternal truths. John Dewey 
was a supporter. and/or member of the fol- 
lowing Red fronts, among others:

FRED DOUGLASS replaces Paul Revere 
on the twenty five cent stamp. Douglas 
was born in Africa in 1817. A slave, he ran 
away and became symbolic of the abolition- 
ist cause in the 1850's. Although he could 
barely read or write, he became U.S. Coun- 
sel-General in Haiti. 

GEORGE C. MARSHALL, U.S. general, 
has been active in leftist activities. He 
worked actively at the end of World War 
II for the communist cause in the Orient, 
and was instrumental! in surrendering China 
to Red leadership. -He has been selected 
for the new twenty cent stamp. 

A nation’s postage stamps act as mute 
ambassadors around the world. Our postal 
system will handle over sixty billion pieces 
of mail during the coming year. This is 
more than the mail volume of all other 
countries of the free world put together, 
and more than two-thirds of the mail vol- 
ume of the entire world.- If the Citizens 
Stamp Advisory Committee has its way, 
every American who pays his money for a 
postage stamp wiil be helping to destroy

The Congress of Racial Equality (CORE) 
Was singled out by the Alabama Commission 
report as being “an important arm of the 
pro-Communist conspiracy and a dedicated 
agent working toward the sovietizing of 
America.” CORE’s national director, James 
Farmer, is married to a white woman, and 
according to the N.Y. Times, considers inter- 
racial children to be one of the “beauties of 
integration.” 

It is significant to note here that the lead- 
er of the recent protest marches in Chicago, 
[Albert Raby, a Negro, is also married to a 
white woman. Chicago’s Mayor, Richard 
Daley, stated at a press conference (June 30, 
1965)" that “many of the people that are 
marching are Communists . .. The police de- 
partment files show this is true.” Joseph 
Morris, deputy police superintendent of Chi- 
cago, said that 11 protest marchers were 
either Communists, members of Communist- 
front organizations, or persons who had in- 
voked the Fifth Amendment to avoid testify- 
ing before the House Committee on Un- 
- American Activities. (U.S. News & World 
Report, 7/12/65 Newark Star-Ledger, 
47/25/65) 

On July 2, Illinois Communist leaders ad- 
mitted that there were Communists in the 
Chicago demonstrations and on July 10, Mar- 
tin Luther King’s brother, Rev. A. D. King, 
said there “undoubtedly” are Communists in 
the protests, On July 1, Martin Luther King, 
himself, said that Communists do work “here 
and there” but do not influence the move- 
ment. 

REV. KING & PALS 

The Alabama Legislative Commission re- 
port found that the Rev. Dr. MARTIN LU- 
THER KING, who is head of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference, “has been 
for ten years .. . closely advised by Commu- 
nists if not actually controlled by them.”

On June 22, 1965, about 800 volunteers be- 
Zan a six-day orientation program in Atlan- 
ta, Georgia for work in Martin Luther King’s 
summer project, “Summer Community Or- 
ganization and Political Education.” The di- 
rector of the orientation program was 
Bayard Rustin, who was Martin Luther 
King’s secretary from 1955-1960. Rustin was 
in Federal Prison for draft evasion from 
March 7, 1944 until] June 11, 1946. Bayard 
Rustin was arrested in January, 1953 by the 
Pasadena, California police and charged 
with sex perversion, He pled guilty and 
served a 60-day sentence. (Report of the 
Florida Legislative Investigation Committee, 
page 53, February 1965; N. Y. Times 
6/20/65) (Los Angeles Times, January 22, 
23, 1953). 

On July 24, 1965, Martin Luther King ar- 
rived in Chicago to lead the demonstrations 


along with his top aide, Rev. Ralph Aber- 


nathy. The Hackensack Record (6/18/65) 
reported that King regards Abernathy as 
his close personal friend as well as move- 
ment associate. 

According to the sworn testimony in Cir- 
‘cuit Court of Montgomery County, Ala., case 
No. ‘8741, Reverend a 15-

(Special Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities, House Report 1311 on the 
CIO Political Action Committee, March 29, 
1944, pp.75. and 76; Roosevelt Red Record, 
page 230, and The Red Network, page 166, 
by . Elizabeth Dilling) 

The. New York Times reported on July 17, 
1965, that the National Urban League and 
its local.branches throughout the country 
have “quietly become an important channel 
through which Federal funds are being 
moved into manpower training, retraining 
and other facets of the antipoverty pro- 
gram... local Urban leagues in 20 cities 
have been allocated about $5 million , . . Last 
year, the grants totaled $500,000.” The N.Y. 
Times also said that Whitney M. Young, Jr., 
executive director of the National Urban 
League, had signed a contract with the U.S. 
Dept. of Labor, under which programs would 
be conducted in 8 cities with allocations total- 
ing about $2 million (of taxpayers’ money). 

The Department of Labor’s Bureau of Ap- 
prenticeship Training and the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity had selected the National 
Urban League for the Federal programs be- 
cause of its experience in opposing housing 
and employment discrimination. The Gov- 
ernment departments were also offering 
policy-making and operational positions to 
members of .the NATIONAL URBAN 
LEAGUE and the NAACP. It was disclosed 
on July 16, that Whitney Young had re- 
fused an offer from Sargent Shriver, the 
Federal anti-poverty director, to become his 
deputy director in February 1964. 

Whitney M. Young Jr., has this to say 
about Communist influence in the civil rights 
movement: 

“Are there Communists in the rights 
movement? I can only say that there are 
darn few Communists left anywhere in 
America today; that the rights movement is 
a big factor in their decline .. .” 

(Newark Sunday News, July 4, 1965). 

What about the financial support of the 
“false prophet of the far left”, as the Ala- 
bama Legislative Commission described Mar- 
tin Luther King. The National Jewish Post 
& Opinion reported on May 21, 1965. that 
King’s Southern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference had received $12,000 from the Phila- 
delphia Jewish Community. The Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers Union, 
(David Dubinsky, President), recently con- 
tributed. $15,000 to Rev..King’s activities. 
(Justice, 4/15/65)... 

On September 28, 1963, Karl Prussion, a 
former F.B.I. counterspy from 1947 to 1960, 
submitted a sworn affidavit which said in 
part: *... from the years 1954 through 1953 
I attended five county committee meetings 
of the Communist Party of Santa Clara 
County, Calif... hereby further solemnly 


vancement of Colored People of San Mateo 
County, Calif., and a member of the Con- 
gress of Racial Equality (CORE), presented 
the directive from the district of the 
Communist. 
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ways set forth as the individual to whom 
Communists should look and rally around 
in the Communist struggle on the many ra- 
cial issues. 

“I hereby also state that Martin Luther 
King has either been a member of, or wit- 
tingly has accepted support from, over 60 
Communist fronts, individuals, and/or or- 
ganizations, which give aid to or, espouse 
Communist causes.” 

Earlier this year, a group of 14 members 
of the House of Representatives made them- 
selves a committee and went to Selma, Ala- 
bama to look into the situation there. When 
Judge Bernard Reynolds, probate judge of 
Dallas County, started mentioning: the fact 
that there were Communist influences at 
work in Selma, he was interrupted by one of 
the visiting Congressmen with this remark: 
“We don’t care anything about that. Let’s 
leave the Communists out of this.” 

When they arrived back in Congress, 13 of 
the 14 members of this self-styled investiga- 
tion committee voted against an appropria- 
tion for the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities. 

One of the primary aims of the Commu- 
nist Party, U.S.A. is to destroy our moral 
strength. The sex orgies that occurred dur- 
ing~the Selma-Montgomery demonstrations 
were an effective medium through which to 
accomplish this objective, 

The Communists are making frightening 
headway in their effort to make this once 
great nation bury itself. To consider it other- 
wise, is precisely what the, Communists want 
and expect us to do.
